It was admitted that the ap- 
proaching end of the war was working 
to the great advantage of the Demo- 
crats, although hope was expressed that 
the voters would digest conditions and 
vote their convictions, which, they. said. 
would assure the : restoration of- fhe 
House to the Republicans and the re- 
duction of the Democratic majority in 
the Senate. These leaders said that, the 
reason for the President's appeal for a 
Democratic House disappeared with the 
signing of the armistice with Austria- 
Hungary and the expected imposition 
of similar terms upon Germany. In 
their opinion the President will he un- 
hampered by the political complexion of 
the Senate, as, the way peace is moving 
now all negotiations will be concluded 
before the next Senate enters upon its 
duties on March 4 next. 
Most Commanding Factor. 
The issue as defined by the Democrats 
is a vote of confidence in the President 
and the election/of a Congress that will 
not hinder the peace negotiations so suc- 
cessfully initiated. The supreme issuc 
the Republicans are urging’ is prepara- 
tion for commercial war after peace and 
the placing of the Republican Party in 
‘control to erect a protective tariff wall 
against cheap European goods. 
The Democrats are confident that

In Belgium King Albert’s army 
has completed its task. of forcing the 
Germans across the Terneuzen Ca- 
nal, which runs northward from 
Ghent, and is close to the. north- 
western and southern suburbs of. 
that city. South of Ghent the west 
bank of the Scheldt south of Zwy- 
naerde (three miles south*of Ghent) 
is in the hdnds of the Allies. 


Haig Recounts the Day’s Gains. 


Following is the text of Field 
Marshal Haig’s night bulletin on the 
day’s fighting: 

This morning troopsof the Fourth, 
Third, and First British Armies at- 
tacked between the Sambre Canal, 
Oisy, and the, River Scheldt north of 
Valenciennes. On the whole of this 
thirty-mile front troops from the 
United Kingdom and New Zealand 
have broken deeply into the enemy’s 
positions’ Over 10,000 prisoners 
and 200 guns are already reported 
captured. 

On the right of the attack he: 
1st and 82d Divisions advanced to 
the assault. in conjunction with 
French forces operating to the south 
of them. ' With great dash and gal- 
lantry these two divisions stormed 
the formidable obstacle presented by 
the line of the Sambre Canal and in 
spite of strong resistance from the 
enemy have pressed on to a depth 
of over three miles to the east of it. 

In these operations the Ist Divis- 
ion, under command of General 
Strickland, having captured the 
town of Catillon, forced passages of 
the canal opposite that place:andg 
near the lock two miles to the south 
of it. At the latter point, assisted 
by Royal Engineers, the ist Cam- 
eron Highlanders effected the pas- 
sage of the canal in six minutes.

On 
the plains the Duke of Aosta is ad- 
vancing rapidly at the head of his 
unconquered Third Army, with the 
purpose of reclaiming those posi- 
tions which the enemy holds.

Following are the terms of the armistice imposed - upon. Austria, 
which will go into effect at 3 o’clock today: 


MILITARY CLAUSES, 

‘One—The immediate cessation of hostilities b> land, by: sea,’ ‘and air. 

Two—Total demobilization of the Austro-Hungarian Army and Nremadiate 
withdrawal of all Austro-Hungarian forces operating on the beets trem the 
North Sea to Switzerland.

Sick *and 
wounded who cannot be removed from evacuated territory will be caréd for 
by Austro-Hungarian personnel who will be left on the spot with the medical

The terms of armistice between 
the Dual Monarchy and Italy, which 
became effective at 3 P. M., were 
mad@ public by the State Depart- 
ment at 1 o’clock this afternoon. As 
read here, these terms were con- 
strued as indicating the character of 
the terms that, had been drafted for 
Germany. 


Published Only in the United States. 
By agreement between the United 
States and the allied Governments, 
the terms of Austrian armistice were 

‘ given out only in the United States. 
It was explained at the State De- 
partment tonight that this was done 


simply to have initial publication of 
the terms of the armistice made 
here. It was stated that there was 
no political reason back of it. No 
cabling abroad of the terms of the 
armistice was permitted because of 
the fact that it was desired that the 
original publication‘ be made here. 

In yielding to the terms of the Allies, 
Austria has given free access to all 
of her railways and roads and to all 
avenues of military operation. She 
has agreed to withdraw her ‘soldiers 
from the German armies on the north, 
and she must intern or expel German 
troops now in Austria, so that no 
German force will remain within the 
Austrian borders to fight the allied 
troops. She has agreed to the unre- 
stricted use of the Danube and the 
dismantling of its fortifications. 

Thus the Allies will have in Austria 
an unrestricted field for operation 
against Germany from the south if 
this becomes necessary as a military 
manoeuvre. 

Austria, in addition to stripping her- 
self of her military force, has agreed 
to turn over so much of her navy as 
to render it impossible for her to go 
on with the warfare by sea. 

This complete surrender of Austria- 
Hungary. will be, to the official mind 
in Washington, the determining fac+ 
tor in compelling the ultimate sur- 
render of Germany. Austria-Hungary 
has been denuded of military strength, 
and just to that extent, officials here 
hold, the military force of Germany 
has been weakened. 

One vitally important feature of the 
terms of the armistice, as viewed here, 
is that allowing the freedom of naviga- 
tion to all warships and merchant 
ships of allied and associated powers 
in. the Adriatiy and up the Danube 
River. 

Another important feature of the 
armistice is that the ‘‘ armies of the 
associated powers shall occupy such 
strategic points in Austria-Hungary at 
such times as they may deem neces- 
sary to enable them to conduct mili- 
tary operations or to maintain order.’’ 

The withdrawal of Austria-Hungary 
from all occupied territory, as agreed 
upon in the armistice, was but a natu- 
ral feature of her acceptance of terms. 
This also has been demanded of Ger- 
many, and to this Germany will have 
to agree if she accepts the terms of 
full surrender as Austria has done. 

It is felt here tonight that Austria, 
fin her unequivocal surrender to the 
terms put down by the Allies, has only 
indicated what Germany herself will 
do.

As Drastic as Terms to Austria. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4, (Associated 
Press.)—It may be stated authorita- 
tively that the terms of the armistice 
for Germany, as signed by allied offi- 
clals today in Paris, follow closely 
those under which Austria-Hungary 
surrendered and passed out of the war, 
leaving Germany to stand alone 
against the world. 

‘The presumption in official circles 
here tonight was that the stipulations 
would be in the hands of the German 
Government in less than twenty-four 
hours. If they are accepted, a reply, 
settling the issue of peace or further 
fighting, may be received within that 
time. The uncertainty caused Presi- 
dent Wilson to cancel tonight his pro- 
posed trip to New Jersey tomorrow to 
east his vote in the Congressional 
elections. 

Although the complete text of the 
historic Versailles document is only 
now, probably, on the cables for 
Washington, its substance had been 
reported upon fully and approved by 
the’ President before the final draft 
was prepared.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—News of the 
acceptance by Austria-Hungary of the 
armistice terms was réceived in all parts 


scribable joy. Extra editions of news- 
papers were exhausted soon after they 
were off the presses,\ and the Italian 
tricolor was floated above almost every 
home, official advices from Rome an- 
mnounce. A dispatch received by’ the 
Italian Embassy says: 

** All the Italian cities are subscribing 
great sums for the inhabitants of the 
liberated territory. The Government is 
taking most energetio measures to.rem- 
edy the conditions brought about by the 
untold barbarity of the enemy in Friuli 
and in the unredeemed lands of Italy.” 
Another dispatch says all trains bound 
for the liberated districts and the dis- 
trictzs soon to be liberated under the 
armistice are crowded with refugees. 
Numerous officials are being commis- 
sioned by the Governmeht to facilitate 
the return of these people to their 
homes. : 

The great victory achieved by Italian 
arms put an end to Austria as a belliger- 
ent and cannot fai Ito be a decisive 
element in bringing the war to an end, 
said.Count V. Macchi di Cellere, the 
Italian Ambassador, in a statement to- 
day to The -Associated Press. 

“The enemy,” said the Ambassador, 
“has attempted to resist our victorious 
armies with utmost’ vigor. It has’ been 
only after their armies have been de- 
feated in the field and put in the posi- 
tion of either surrendering or being ut- 
terly annihilated that the Austrians 
have begged an armistice from the 
Italian Commanding General. 

“I cannot help taking the greatest 
joy and satisfaction in the _ victory 
achieved. It is a victory which cannot 
fail to be a decisive element in bringing 
the war to an end.” 





New York Celecvrates Nolsily. 


The surrender of Austria ‘was cele- 
brated in New York yesterday after- 
noon with the blowing of sirens, the 
ringing of bells, and utilization of every 
other thing that can make a big noise. 
The celebration started at 3 o’clock,. the 
official signal: being the sounding of the 
twelve big sirens placed in various parts 
of the city by the police during the 
Fourth Liberty’ Loan drive. It was 9 
o’clock yesterday: tiorning, Néw York 
time, when the armistice which has put 
Austria out of the war went into effect. 
It was then 3 P, M. in Italy. 

The fact that the sirens and bells and 
whistles would begin plowing and ring- 
ing at 8 o’clock in the afternoon was 
announced through the afternoon papers 
by Police Commissioner Enright shortly 
after noon yesterday. : Despite the an- 
nouncement, however, thousands of peo- 
ple did not know what the racket was 
about until told. py neighbors who. had 
read the papers and were expecting the 
celebration. ; 

Promptly on the stroke of 3 o'clock 
the twelve sirens began to bellow. The 
bells in all parts of the city responded, 
and for the next ten minutes the racket 
was such as New York has seldom 
heard except on such occasions as elec- 
tion and New Year’s nights. 

In the Italian quarters the celebration 
had started early in the morning. In 
that on the lower east side the streets 
were bedecked with American, Italian, 
and allied flags. Men, women, and 
children thronged the streets, cheerin 
for President Wilson, General Diaz, ana 
King Victor Emmanuel. 


In the Italian district of Harlem, 
State Senator Cotillo, who recently re- 
turned from a trip to Italy on behalf 
of the United States Government, made 
a speech in which he glorified the ef- 
forts of the ItaHan armies. He said 
that he communicated with Mayor Hy- 
lan regarding plans for celebrating the 
victory and that the Mayor had told him 
he would issue a proclamation calling 
upon all citizens to display the Ameri- 
can and Italian flags in honor of the 
occasion. 

‘* The victory of the Italians,’’ said the 
Senator, ‘‘is due to the sturdy qualities 
and the utmost sacrifice of the Italian 
Army, for even with the disadvantage 
of position and the fact that they are 
not as well equipped as the other 
armies, it was their determination to go 
forward that has finally resulted in this 
great victory and lifted up the morale 
of the entire people.”’

The most democratic members of the 
Government, I learn, insist on both of 
them going, and there is a section of 
the Ministry’ which has openly told 
Prince Max that it would be well to 
do. away with the crown altogether, 
now that the people’s representatives 
have put their hands to the plew of re- 
form.

Old Regime Gone, Max Declares. 

AMSTERDAM, Nov. 4, (Associated 
Press.)—Prince Maximilian of Baden, 
the German Chancellor, discussing 
German reforms in an interview, is 
queéted by the Vossische Zeitung of 
Berlin as saying: 

** God be praised for a real, peaceful 
revolution! The old régime is gone 
for good.-I am firmly convinced that 
a new German democracy soon will be 
living at peace with our present oppo- 
nents, in order to be able to complete 
the task of remodeling Germany.’’ 

The Chancellor declared also. that if 
fin the future the Rejchstag should 
Pass a vote ef wunt of confidence in 
him, he would-be obliged to resign. 
‘With reforms in the Federal States, 
he said, it was unthinkable that the 
Federal. Council should ever récéive 
instructions. which: would bring it in 
conflict with decisions by the Reichs- 
tag. 

Reichstag for Retaining Kaiser. 


‘Party leaders cf the Reichstag, in 
their recent discussions, decided that 
there was no necessity for the abdica- 
tion of Emperor William, the Lokal- 
Anzeiger of Berlin says. 

Germania, the organ of the Cen- 
trists, already has announced that the 
Centrist Party demands the Emperor’s 
retention on the throne. The National 
Liberals are reported to have taken 


. the stand that the Emperor and the 


Hohenzollern dynasty must remain as 
a symbol of German unity. A major- 
ity of the Progressive Party also is 
said to support the Emperor, and the 
Christian Social Workers are cham- 
pioning his cause. 

The Berlin Tageblatt’s Munich cor- 
respondent says that the bourgeois as 
well as the Social-Democratic news- 
papers of Bavaria are demanding the 
abdication of the Emperor. 

The Munich Neueste Nachrichten, a 
copy of which has been received here, 
says: 

** Even the decree of the Kaiser in- 
dorsing the new State form of govern- 
ment could not restore the people’s 
confidence in him.’’ 

Even the National-Liberal Augsburg 
Abend Zeitung demands that the Im- 
perial and Federal Governments shall 
urgently request Emperor William to 
take ‘‘ the inevitable step.’’ 

Ruler Loses Military Cabinet. 

It was officially announced in Ber- 
lin today that Emperor William’s 
military Cabinet has been placed un- 
der the Minister of War. 

‘The supreme army command in an 
order issued to all Deputy Command- 
ing Generals, Governments, and Com- 
mandants, says: 

*« The fundamental idea of our polit- 
ical life is to give the German people 
an extensive right to express their 
opinions in spesch and writing, and 
they. shall, unhampered, express their 
desires and complaints. Restrictions 
shall be made without regard to par- 
ties; according to the following rules: 

* All meetings shall be permitted 
unless the objects of such meetings 
offend the Penal Code or are contrary 
to the interests of warfare, the con- 
clusion of peace, or the maintenance 
of. public order. 

‘*-The same restrictions apply to the 
censorship of newspapers and other 
printed matter. A preventive censor- 
ship of all news und articles of a mili- 
tary nature remains in force. A’ pre- 
ventive censorship can in the future 
be placed on newspapers only with 
the assent of the supreme military 
commander.’’ 

- The Berlin newspapers today pub- 
lished a message from Field Marshal

LONDON, Nov. 4.—The German So- 
cialists are not satisfied with the Em- 
peror’s proclamation issued on Sun- 
day, according to an Exchange Tele- 
graph dispatch from Copenhagen. 
The Vorwirts says: 

‘* The manifesto will not in any way 
change the standpoint of the Social- 
ists nor-weaken the demand for abdi- 
cation.’’ 

The Berlin Vossische Zeitung, dis- 
cussing the. financial panic in Ger- 
many, says that it ig-of a more stub- 
born character and greater in extent 
than at the outbreak of the war. The 
newspaper adds that in the month 
ended Oct: 25 the note circulation of 
the Imperial and Loan Bank increased 
2,650,000,000 marks. The note circu- 
lation of the Reichsbank had risen to 
16,500,000,000 marks, as compared 
with 2,000,000,000 marks at the com- 
mencement of the war, and the loan 
banks now were circulating 9,000,000, - 
000. marks in notes. 

The newspaper says that the Vice 
President of the Reichsbank asserted 
that recent hoarding had attained un- 
exampled dimensions. He warned the 
public that a continuation of hoarding 
would mean the complete cessation of 
the economic life of Germany.

SAYS GERMANY MUST SUBMIT. 


Forced to Accept - Allies’ Terms, 
Socialist Paper Asserts. 
Special to The New York Timea. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Further ex- 
tracts from a recent editorial in the 
Schwibische Tagwacht, a leading Ger- 
man Socialist paper, in which the asser- 
tion was made that Germany had. lost 
the war and must acknowledge defeat, 
were received by the State Department 
today. The paper says: 

‘* We have lost the war; we are con- 
quered. These bitter words. which we 
were long reluctant to express, now 
force themselves upon the lips of all. 
After the defection of Austria and Tur- 
key even the blindest must see clearly. 

“The situation is clear. Although 
the-German Army in the west holds its 
ground against overwhelming forces 
with great valor, new dangers arise on 
our hitherto safe flanks. We are con- 
quered, and only mendacious dema- 
gogues can dare try to conceal this ter- 
rible fact. Three months of war cost us 
100,000 deat and many more wounded. 
Nothing can be gained by such sacri- 
fice. It is surely better to have popula- 
tions heretofore belonging to the German 
Empire under foreign sovereignty than 
under the sod. 

‘“We have nothing to expect from a 
further prosecution of the war but an 
enemy invasion and complete internal 
collapse. We navé no alternative today 
-but to acknowledge our defeat and con- 
clude peace with the victors. What-we 
wish is a just peace, but we are unable 
to enforce such a peace. If adversaries 
impose humiliating armistice terms and 
Entente Socialists and peace _ friends 
cannot prevent them, the future’ will be 
poisoned and the result will be that all 
those who hoped for gain for mankind 
from this war will share defeat with 
Germany. We should have to prepare 
ourselves for the future in which we 
could regain our liberty. ; 

‘* But there is no sense in continuing 
the fight now, no matter what the En- 
tente does. In all probability publica- 
tion of the armistice terms will be tan- 
tamount to their acceptance and peace 
negotiations will soon follow. They will 
not be broken off, but conducted to an 
issue, come what may. It will depend 
on the wisdom of the adversaries 
whether that peace shall be a lasting 
peace or a preface to a few and more 
terrible worid catastrophe.”’ 


FRENCH PUSH NORTH WITH US 


Joint Movement Is Cutting the Ger- 
_ mans’ Routes of Retreat. 


WiTH' THE FRENCH ARMY IN 
FRANCHE, Nov. 4, (Associated Press.)— 
The operation which the Franco-Ameri- 
can forces are engaged in carrying out 
nrrorth of the Argonne Forest has now re- 
sulted in definitely closing the Stenay 
Gap, one of the main lines of retreat for 
the G&rman southern armies. 

French troops again this morning 

moved northward in conjunction with 
the Americans to Le Chesne, Les 
Petites Armoises, and Verriéres, north 
of the Argonne. The Franco-American 
advance west of the Meuse gradually is 
cutting the roads over which enemy 
troops may retreat to the frontiers of 
Luxemburg and Lorraine. 
._ The railroad from Meziércs to Mont- 
medy has also been cut by the fire of 
the allied guns, which means that there 
is no direct line of communication with 
Germany for the enemy —_ in 
France west of the Meuse, and that 
hereafter they must pass through Lux- 
emburg and Belgium. . 

Indications are that the Germans have 
accelerated their retreat toward the 
frontiers of those two countries since 
yesterday morning.

sensational character was reported 
from the vicinity of Wiseppe to be- 
low Dun, where we had the Germans 
between us and the river, with the 
Canal. de l’Este beyond, while be- 
yond the Meuse and the canal the 
Germans had heavy forces assisted 

by a new division rushed up. 

We cleared a iong stretch of the 
west bank of the river, and then to 
test the German strength sent across 
minor forces. North of Brieulles 
there was no bridge. The river, 
swollen by rains, was some ten feet 
deep at points, with fords where 
water ran about four feet. With 
machine guns peppering the surface 
of the river until it looked in spots 
as if there were a hailstorm and 
with scores of seventy-fives firing 
on them, while our guns and rifles 
worked on the enemy, the Americans 
| crossed north of Sassey and met bit- 
ter hand-to-hand fighting on the 
east bank. 3 

We got’smail bodies of troops 
across here three times, but had to 
retire. Four other small crossings 
of the stream developed such violent 
enemy resistance that we withdrew 
for the time being. We have a 
bridge across at Brieulles, but at- 
tempts by engineers to throw pgs- 
sageways over the stream further 
north last night and today were 
foiled. % 

The vigor and scale of the Ger- 
man resistance along the Meuse in- 
dicates that the enemy intends to 
try to make the stream his front line 
up to Stenay, or perhaps further 
north, where the river bends at 
Pouilly. Thence he wiil try to hold 


.a line running along the wooded 


heights northwest to the forest of 

Mazarin. Of course, our attack east 
of the Meuse may embarrass these 
plans. 

Our break through on ‘Friday 
morning has carried us fifteen miles 
through German positions. ' 

This afternoon three batteries of 
German guns drove at breakneck 
speed into our lines south of Beau- 
mont and were captured. The ar- 
tillerymen said they were on their 
way to reinforce the German front 
line. : 

Hampered by Heavy Rain. 

Nov. 4, (10 P. M.)—Heavy rain 
has begun, which threatens to add 
greatly to our transport difficulties. 
Because of the long distance to the 
front from our headquarters extraor- 
dinary traffic regulations are in 
force for the passage of ambulances. 
This, with the fact that the reads in 
this section are narrow, presents a 
great problem for our supply serv- 
ice and hinders the rapidity of our 
advance. However, rain falls on the 
just and the unjust. 

‘It is as bad for the boche as for 
us and worse, for we are moving 
by schedule and he is in disorder. 
Large numbers of guns have fallen 
into our hands, because the enemy 
cannot get them away.! Hundreds of 
his horses, playing out and being 
cut from the harness, are being left 
by the readside. 

Our casualties are almost unbe- 
lievably light, considering the gains 
being made. On many days during 
the fighting of the last month we 
have lost more men without a foot 
of advance than we have lost in the 
last three days’ sweep forward. I 
passed through two field hospitals 
today which were working at about 
10 per cent. of capacity and with 
surgeons idling because there was 
no work to do. 

Big Enemy Movement? 

Additional reports coming in indi- 
cate that the Germans are making 
some sort of big movement east of 
the Meuse. There is extraordinarily 
heavy traffic through Remoiville. It 
is believed the German activity indi- 
cates a retirement in fear of an 
American drive east of the river. 

.In speculating where the Germans 
plan to make a stand on either side 
of the Meuse, one should bear in 
mind that their organization has 
gone to smash in front of the Amer-

' Two entire battalion staffs were 
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captured today after they had es- 
tablished headquarters and attempt- 
ed to organize a counterattack.

The advance yesterday and today 
resembles in some respects the St. 
Mihiel picnic, only this time the easy 
going came as a reward for the 
grueling fight since Sept. 26. It is 
giving away no secrets to say that 
our advance has not seriously taxed 
the power we had prepared to make 
We have lots of punch 
which has not yet been put into. the 
push ahead. 

Today brought the final collapse 
of the German stronghold formed in 


the Argonne Forest, with the Bois 
de Boult to the north. It will be 
remembered’ as a .bloody fight, in 
which the 77th Division, assisted by 
the 82d and 28th, broke the Hinden- 
burg line in the Argonne and, bite 
by bite, reached Grand Pré. : 

We had chewed into the Bois de 
Bourgogne when the advance of the 
French on one side and the Amer- 


icans on the other in two days in- 


duced the enemy to give up and get 

out last night. The allied line runs

oult. : 


Tanks Too Slow. 


Our tanks have been unable to do 
much in the advance because it has 
gone faster than the tanks travel. 
They will be ready when needed. 

Rain today put a damper on aerial 
activities. We did a good bit of 
reconnoissance work in the rain and 
during a few clear hours. German 
machines appear to have gone on 
strike. One lone boche came over 
our lines, but ran home when seven 
Spads took the air after him. 

Speaking broadly, it is hard luck 
for us if the rain continues, because 
we have got to slow down in that 
event. It looks like German weather 
tonight. 


Americans Press Onward. 


Nov. 4, (4 P. M.)—The American 
First Army in the Meuse region con- 
tinues its advance with unabated 
speed. Not only does our drive press 
onward rapidly here, but this morn- 
ing it was extended east cf the 
Meuse, where satisfactory progress 
was reported. 

In this victory, which takes rank 


with the biggest successes of the 
whole, war and, may become iis 
greatest, troops from all parts of 
the United States are participating. 
Among the States represented, not 
including the regular troops coming, 
of course, from all parts of the Uni- 
ted States, are Texas, Oklahoma, 
Kansas, Missouri, New Mexico, New 
York, New Jersey, Maryland, West 
Virginia, the District of Columbia, 
and Virginia. 

I can now give an idea of the 
advance. from dawn to noon today. 
To. the west of the Meuse we have 
passed far beyond. the latitude of 
Stenay, reaching crests just south 
of Beaumont. We. have passed 
through the Bois de Be!val and are 
on the outskirts of Verriéres. We 
have had only patrol contact with 
the Germans except on the banks of 
the Meuse, where despite opposition 
we have got across the stream north 
of Brieulles. These troops are co- 
operating with a corps east of the 
river in a ‘vance on the other side 
of the Bi. 

Our tciz: of prisoners grows 
hourly, but the amount of material, 
guns /and ammunition captured is 
ynounting far faster as the German 





troops go back in relatiye disorder. 
When I say disorder I speak advised- 
ly, for prisoners tell of interrupted 
communication, of going for twenty- 
four hours without orders, ‘of not 
knowing where the posts of com- 
mand were. g 

Indications grow that the vigor 
and timing of our attack threw all 
the German resistance plans out of 
gear. Despite orders to stand on 
successive lines in case of an Amer- 
ican attack, as shown on maps taken, 
we have reached those lines without 
finding the organized resistance that 
the German command had ordered. 

Prisoners . state that extensive 
plans are being made to defend 
Stenay, where machine guns and 
light artillery have been placed in 
every advantageous position. These 
prisoners stated that every building 
of moment in the town had been 
mined, ready for destruction, should 
the Germans have to leave it. 

Our advance west of the river, 
coupled with our attack east of the 
stream, imperils the German posi- 
tion here. Especially is this position 
threatened by our hold on the 
heights across the Meuse to the 
west, which offer excellent locations 
for 75s, which could be used for di- 
rect fire. 


Threw in Eight Divisions. 


One of the astounding features of 
our advance is that in the last three 
days the Germans have actually 
thrown in eight new divisions in 
front of our First Army without 
slowing up our speedy movement 
northward. 

Bad weather has greatly ham- 
pered aerial work. In the last twen- 
ty-four hours we have carried out 
several large bombing expeditions, 
but chasse and reconnaissance work 
has been very light. Since we start- 
ed the battle on Sept. 26 we have 
accounted for 124 German planes in 
addition to twenty-two balloons. 

It is an yabsorbing!y interesting 
trip through Grand pre up to Bu- 
zancy, which shows clearly the 
marks of the stubborn battle which 
preceded our immediately successful 
atiack,on Friday morning. At Grand 
Pré one finds the beautiful old town 
in ruins newly made. This place 
changed hands five times before the 
line settled down running through 
the town along the main street, 
which splits it east and west. The 
Americans were on the south side 
and the Germans cn the north side. 

North of the road is the old 
citadel on a hill where German dead 
and American dead lie in disarray. 
The Amcricans had charged this hill 
from the east, and in hand-to-hand 
fight vanquished the enemy. Per- 
haps two hundred dead lie in the 
small area of the citadel. Broken 
rifles, dented helmets, broken bayo- 
nets, wrecked packs, and dead strew 
the ground. 


Battle in Loges Woods. 


In the Bois des Loges, where Ger- 
mands and Americans fought for 
two and a half weeks, the dead lie 
unburied—hundreds of them. The 
débris of battie tells the story of 
how a labor regiment jumped in 
with rifles'and picks and shovels to 
help the infantry clean out the Ger- 
mans who had filtered back after 
we supposed they. were gone. One 
dead labor soldier lay with pick ‘in 
hand and four.dead Germans about 
him. < 

About Champigneulle marks of 
bitter fighting remain. Here the 
Germans ‘held us all day Friday 
with’ machine guns, and the Amer- 
ican dead show how vain charges 
were stopped south of the village. 


When darkness fell on Friday night ; 


the Germans gave up the task, and 
those who were left got out. 

Going up the road to Buzanc~ one 
saw where there had been fighting 
south of that town. It was here that 
the Americans, after being stopped 
temporarily, brought up 75s on 
trucks, wheeled them into position 





by hand, and broke the German re- 
sistance, ' 


Desolation in Buzancy. 


Before the war Buzancy had: some 
3,000 inhabitants. They are all gone 
now and but sorry ruins are left of 
their once pretty town. What is ieft 
has been defiled beyond conception. 
All the streets have been renamed 
with German names and all shops 
bear Hun names. For four years the 
Germans cursed the place. Every- 
thing worth carrying: away is gone 
and what has not been en away 
has been destroyed with true Hun 
vandalism. 

In the beautiful chateau the 
library, was strewn around with 
leaves of priceless~books. Human 
filth lay everywhere where boche 
officers of high degree had lived. 
What chinaware had not been carted 
away was ruthlessly broken. There 
were many signs that the last few 
hours the Germans were there had 
been devoted to defiling what. they 
had left. In one dirty room. were 
found church vestments which evi- 
dently the Germans had intended to 
take away. 

The beautiful old church, which 
had been stripped and used for a 
barracks, contained the usual filth 
that German fighters leave behind. 
Empty wine bottles stood upon the 
altar. An overpowering stench hung 
over the whole place. 

Everywhere one saw the results of 
the good work of our artillery. The 
roads north of Buzancy were torn 
to pieces by shells, which forced the 
Germans to leave behind much ma- 
terial that good roads would have 
enabled them to take away. For- 
tunately, the lateral railroad running 
through Buzancy was in good condi- 
tion, the railroad station being about 
the. only house in town which had 
not been hit. 


Region Blighted by War. 


Over the whole countryside the 
curse of war has wrought its worst, 
None of the villages we have reached 
has any civilians now, they having 
been moved away some weeks ago as 
far back as the Meuse River, which 
means to Méziéres and Sedan. 

As the Germans gét out, they de- 
stroy what they find it inconvenient 
or impossible to take away. They 
have done their work of evacuation 
as is their wont when forced to re- 
treat. It makes one speculate as to 
how they will evacuate the rest of 
France and Belgium.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The German 
_ Government today notified the United 
States that since Oct..1 its air forces 
have been under orders to make bomb 
attacks solely against important hostile 
military objects within the, immediate 
operations of war, on the assumption 
that allied and American air forces were 
to receive similar instructions. 

The note, delivered through the Swiss 
Legation, protests that air raids have 
been carried out recently against seven 
German towns with loss of life among 
the civilian population, and that unless 
such raids cease Germany cannot refrain 


from, aerial attacks on allied territory 
outside the zone of operations. 

This was the first notice received by 
the American Government that such or- 
ders had been issued to the German air 
forces, which have constantly raided de- 
fenseless cities and towns in France, 
Great Britain, and Italy since the war 


ey 
e State Department made public the 
ga note without comment. It fol- 
ows: 

**'The German aerial forces have been 
under orders since the beginning of 
October of this year only to make bomb 
attacks which are directed solely against 
important hostile military objects with- 
in the immediate area of operations of 
War. These orders were issued on the 
assumption that the enemy aerial forces 
Were to receive similar instructions. 

‘“‘In assuming this the German people 
find themselves disappointed. A short 
time ago the enemy made bomb attacks 


on the German towns of Wetvlar, 
Kaiserslautern, Mannheim, Ludwigs- 
hafen, Freiburg, Forbach, and Weis- 


baden, claiming numerous victims among 
the civilian population. Nor has occu- 
pied territory béen spared. 

‘‘It is evident that Germany can re- 
frain from aerial attacks on enemy ter- 
Tritory behind the area of operations only 
if, on their side, the enemy from now on 
will reciprocate and also refrain from 
making aerial attacks outside the area 
of military operations. 

** In the expectation that the intention, 
shared by the other side, to further hu- 
manity and preserve important objects 
of culture will meet with the under- 
standing of the opponents, the German 
Government proposes to the Govern- 
ments of the other belligerent countries 
that corresponding instructions be issued 
without delay to their aerial forces, in- 
forming it of the measures taken.”’ 

There was no intimation as to what 
action, if any, the American Government 
would take with regard to the German 
protest. It was said authoritatively that 
official reports show that American air 
operations have not up to this time gone 
beyond attacks upon purely military ob- 
ectives.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The Ameri- 
can First Army, continuing its advance 
morthwest of Verdun, extended the at- 
tack today to the east bank of the 
Meuse.

AN IDYLL OF LIBERATION 
OF FRENCH FLANDERS 


Officer’s Poignant Home-Coming 
to Shell-Shaitered Town, Un- 
visited for Four Years. 


WITH THE ALLIED FORCES IN 
FLANDERS, Nov. 4, (Associated Press.) 
—The open warfare now being conducted 
over long stretches of inhabited terri- 
tory along the northern battlefront has 


produced strange situations which are 
a far reach from the trench fighting of 
a few months ago. : 

Probably none more unusual has been 
recorded than that oy ey by a 
certain Canadian unit the other day in 
the Valenciennes area, where the troops 
holding the front line were actually liv- 
ing in furnished houses, where they slept 
in beds well supplied with linen and 
had their meals served on excellent 
china. Fresh vegetables of all sorts from 
the surrounding countryside were on the 
menu. Muddy dugouts and _ tinned 
“bully” beef were never like that. 

Dramas -involving the individual ele- 
ment are piling up along the front these 
days and bring home forcibly what. the 
wld war really means to the hun- 
dreds ef thousands of civilians directly 
concerned. It was the correspondent’s 
privilege to take a small part in one of 
these dramas in the Valenciennes sector. 

He was motoring along the highway 
leading to the recently freed city of 
Denain, when a French officer beside 
the road asked for a ride. As soon as 
the car started he leaned out and began 
to inspect the surroundings eagerly. Oc- 
casionally he would wave to civilians 
and shout greetings. 

Asked if he lived in the vicinity, the 
officer said that his home was in Denain, 
where four years ago he left hi8 wife 
to join the colors. Just after his de- 
parture his first child, a daughter, was 
born. Then came the German occupa- 
tion. cutting off his family. Now he 
was going back after these lang years 
to his wife and the baby he had never 
seen. He was visibly wrought up to 
the highest pitch. It was quite possible 
he might fird his family dead or gone 
and his home in ruins. 

Denain had been the centre of a bat- 
tle that had cost civilian lives. Neithe: 
the officer nor the correspondent men- 
tioned this fact, but. undoubtedly both. 
were thinking it as the car sped over 
the shell-shattered road. 

Iintering the city, the officer directed 
the correspondent toward his home, 
through streets showing the cruel marks 
of the invaders’, hate. As the car 
turned into his street, the first house 
was seen to be in ruins. He gave-a 
nervous start, but said nothing. A few 
doors farther on was his home and the 
car stopped across the street from it. 
The officer climbed out slowly and with 
an effort, his eyes fixed on the place. 

There were no signs of life. The 
windows were shuttered, and on the 
door was a sign showing that German 
officers had been living there. Crossing 
the street, the officer pulled the bell 
with a shaking hand. No one answered.

‘ON TO BERLIN’ CONTEST 
AT AMERICAN BASES

7. scores. These will also be sent to 
the troops at the front. 

Of necessity the scores will give no in- 
dication of the actual amount of work 
accomplished in each port, or the num- 
ber of ships or troops received, but the 
increased results in each case -will be 
designated by a percentage which will 
indicate the theoretical Progress toward 
Berlin. This percentage will be com- 
puted through compar'son of the work 
accomplished wit heach port's records 
for the previous cight weeks. 

The troops at the front will receive the 
scores at the Y. M. C. A. huts, and mo- 
tion pictures of the work at the ports 
will be shown here, as well as in the 
United States. . ~ : 

At the close of the contest prizes will 
be awarded. The base port to ‘‘ reach 
Berlin '’ first will receive a pennant and 
colors for distinguished service in help- 
ing defeat the enemy. Ten days’ vaca- 
tion will be given the winning platoon 
of freight handlers, and prizes will be 
given for individual distinction and to 
the squads and platoons at each port.

AID THE BRITISH ATTACK 


Task of Debeney’s Men Similar to 
That of Gouraud’s Co-operat- 
ing with Americans.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES, 
Nov. 4.—While the cessation of hos- 
tilities by the capitulation of Germany 
may be nearer than is perhaps gener- 
ally realized in America, Marshal 
Foch hammers the enemy more sav- 
agely than ever. 

The entry into Ghent and the great 
Franco-British drive toward Maubeuge 
and the Belgian frontier are today’s 
pendant to the Franco-American vic- 
tory in the east, similarly pointed in 
the direction of Méziéres and the 
frontier of Germany. 

Today I visited General Debeney’s 
army, whose left wing is playing a 
part on the flank of fhe British attack 
comparable to General Gouraud’s 








achievement in clearing the Argonne 
while the Americans drove forward. 
It was a difficult task assigned to 
the French on the twelve-kilometer 
front north of Guise, protected by the 
brimful Sambre-Oise Canal. During 
the night the bridging preparations 
were completed, and at 6:30, after a 
brief bombardment, the engineers be- 
gan their work under cover of a mist 
and of smoke shells. The German re- 
sistance, both with artillery and ma- 
chine guns, was very strong from the 
outset, but by 8 large forces had 
effected a crossing, and their subse- 
quent manoeuvres cleared the way for 


their comrades‘at.the points where the |: 


German defense was maintained. 

Before 10 o'clock the crossing was 
accomplished on the whole front of 
the attack, and the no less difficult 
task of advancing against a strongly 
posted enemy, with a waterway in the 
rear, was in full swing. The poilus 
pushed irresistibly up the slopes east 
of the canal, and the latest advices 
indicate that they have advanced to 
an average depth of two kilometers 
despite counterattacks on the left from 
the western horn of Nouvion Forest, 
which affords the usual favorable 
cover for the defenders. ; 

In this supreme battle the French 
are fighting with a spirit and élan 
which, after their extraordinary and 
continuous efforts since March, may 
well be regarded as one of the greatest 
miracles of the war. Their dogged 
courage which saved the Allies in the 
critical three months has been fired 
by success into the same invincible 
fury of victory that animated the sol- 
diers of. Napoleon.

Republicans Say “Whitman by 


200,000” and Democrats - 
““Smith by 100,000.” 


FAIR WEATHER IS PROMISED 


Polls Will Be Open from 6 A. M. 
Until 6 P. M., the Extra Hour 
Provided for Woman Vote. 


Both sides were confident they would 
win in the Governorship contest when 
the campaign. came to an end at mid- 
night last night. The Republicans put 
out the highest figures, declaring that 
Governor’ Whitman would carry the 
State by a plurality of. 200,000.: The 
Democratic campaign managers were 


“expectant of a plurality of from 50,000 


to 100,000 for Alfred E. Smith 

. Both the Republican and Democratic 
leaders were scanning the weather re- 
ports anxiousry! Bad weather up-State, 
the Democrats, believed, might make it 
impossible for the Republicans. to get 
out a vote in the rurai districts suf- 
ficiently Jarge te offset the ample plu- 
rdlity they expect in this city. They 
wera praying that the dreary drizzle 
which marked last night might con- 
tinue throughout today. The Republi- 
cans rejoiced. when the official meteor- 
ological forecast issued late last night 
predicted fair and somewhat~ colder 
weather for the entire State. 

The polls will open at 6 o’clock this 
morning and will remain open until 6 
in the evening. This is one full hour 
longer than the time allotted for voting 
in other years, en extension regarded 
necessary to poll the larger vote result- 
ing from the enfranchisement of women. 
Governors and a full list of elective 
State officials, members of Congress 
from the thirty-eight Congressional. dis- 
tricts, and members of the State Senate 
and Assembly will be chosen. 

In this city three Justices of the Su- 
preme Court will be elected in the First 
Judicial District, which includes Man- 
hattan and the Bronx, and two in Sec- 
ond, which includes Lrooklyn, Queens, 
and Richmond, in addition to the coun- 
ties of Nassau and Suffolk on Long 
Island.

Whitman Expects 206,090. 


Governor Whitman told a number of 
his fricnds yesterday that he expected 
to win and placed his prospective plu- 
rality at 200 000.

SMITH IS CONFIDENT 
-AS GAMPAIGN ENDS 


After Touring Long island, He 
Makes His Last Appeal on 
Staten Island. 


RAIN FAILED TO STOP HIM 


Carried His Meeting from Hunting- 
ton’s Square Into a Moving 
Picture Theatre. 


Confident that today’s vote will return 
him winner over Governor Whitman by 
a substantial margin, Alfred BH. Smith 
closed his campaign last night with 


meetings: in Port Richmond and Staple- 
ton, S. I. Both meetings were enthu- 
siastic and well attended, and furnished 
the top to the day’s motor campaigning 
in Nassau and Suffolk Counties. 

Starting out from his home at 25 Oli- 
ver Street at 8:80: o'clock yesterday 
morning, Mr. Smith, accompanied by 
Mrs. Smith and his eldest daughter and 
Commissioner of License Gilchrist, sped 
out to Babylon, L. i., where the Demo- 
cratic candidate addressed about 200 
from the steps of the Casey Hotel. For 
ten minutes Mr. Smith condemned his 
rival for failure to develop the inland 
waterways of the State, concluding his 
speech with a reference to what he 
termed the failure of the Public Service 
Commission to serve the people. 

The next stop was at Bay Shore, 
where a crowd of 300 warmly applauded 
the speaker, while an equal number 
were on hand at nocn when Patchogue 
was reached. A trip across the island 
landed the campaign party at Port'Jef- 
ferson, where artangemnts had been 
made to have the 700 employes of the 
Bayles Shipbuilding Company hear Mr. 
Smith. en, however, the Democratic 
candidate learned that the men in order 
to attend the meeting would have to lose 
time on Government war work, he re- 
fused to permit them to quit work.

Samuel Untermyer Der-ounces At- 
tack on Wilson by Republicans. 


A meeting in support of the fusion can- 


didacy of Samuel M. Goldfogle, who is 
running against Congressman Meyer 
London, Socialist, was held last night 
in Public ee, + No. 4, Rivington and 
Pitt Streets. e Chairman was Samuel 
Untermyer, and in addition. to a speech 
by him, ex-Ambassador Abram I. kus 
spoke.

ARREST MRS. STOKES [ AS A WAR ae 
FOR REGISTERING 


Socialist Leader Convicted of 
Seditious Utterances Held 
Under Election Law 


UNDER BAIL IN KANSAS 


Taken in Home Here by Superin- 
tendent Marshall—Faces 10- 
Year Term in Kansas.

At an early hour this morning State 
Superintendent of Elections Frederick 
l.. Marshall arrested Mrs. Rose Pastor 
Stokes at her. home, 88 Grove Street. 
He charged her with ilegal registra- 
tion. Mrs. Stokes had béen convicted 
of uttering seditious remarks and her 
appeal is pending in Kansas. It is con- 
tended by. Superintendent Marshall that 
Mrs. Stokes committed a felony by reg- 
istering. 

Mrs. Stokes said she did not believe 
that she had lost her franchise because 
of the conviction, as sentence had not 
She will be ar- 
raigned in Jefferson Market Court this 
mofning. 

Mrs. Stokes, who is the wife of J. G: 
Phelps Stokes, was convicted on vio- 
lation of the provisions of the Espionage 
Act by a jury in the Federal Court in 
Kansas City last May after three counts 
in an indictment had charged her with 
seditious utterances. She was sentenced 
to serve ten years on each of the three 
counts of the indictment, although the 
terms were to'run concurrently. 

A motion for a new trial was denied, 
but Judge Van Valkenburgh allowed 
counsel sixty days to file a bill of ex- 
ceptions and pending settlement of a 
proposed appeal to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, Mrs. Stokes 
was released in $10,000 bail. It is upon 
this conviction that the charges against 
rer now are based. 

After she had. been convicted Mrs. 
Stokes.repected the remarks for which 
she was convicted of violation of the 
Espionage act and said that she would 
refuse to retract. Later she was con- 
spicious at the trials of Eugene V. Debs 
and others tried on similar charges, and 
at the Debs trial was rebuked by _ the 
Federal Judge when she applauded in 
the courtroom.

The War Situation.

The terms of the armistice which the 
Allies have imposed upon Austria un- 
questionably shear from her every 


vestige of military power which could in 
any way be used: against the Entente 
nations. They do not specifically men- 
tion the occupetion of any part” of 
Austria, such as the Austro-German 
boundary. But they do provide for oc- 
cupation on this line or any other which 
they may deem necessary in order ‘to 
conduct military operations. In other 
words, provision is made for the right to 
operate against Germany through Aus- 
tria, and thereby cut in behind the de- 
fenses of the Rhine should Germany at- 
tempt to fall back of the river and defy 
us to push further eastward. 

It must be recognized, however, that 
the-men we now haye on the Austrian 
front are not immediately available for 
service elsewhere. ‘They cannot under 
any circumstances be shifted to the more 
northern theatre. The task of carrying 
out such an armistice and of seeing that 
it is lived up to is a staggering one, and 
will probably require \for some time the 
full military forces how in the field. 

Not that there will be any attempt 
on the part of the Austrians at organ- 
ized resistance. Austria has passed the 
stage where resistance is possible. Her 
armies, before the armistice was agreed 
upon, were soundly beaten and their 
total defeat was but a question of a 
short time. To this extent the armistice 
waa but the recognition of an existent 
state of facts rather than the imposi- 
tion of terms, But in the territory from 
which Austria is to be excluded there 
are millions of men under arms, some 
of whom have to withdraw for many 
miles and démobilize—itself a tremen- 
dous operation. Others, the Allies, con- 
sisting of Italians, French, British, and 
Americans, must advdnce to the line 
mentioned in the armistice, must go 
even further to certain strategic points 
ani must move up to.them great stores 
of supplies and guns in preparation for 
an attack against Germany, should the 
latter power decline to accept the terms 
which have already been submitted to 
her. 

Certainly at this stage of the war, 
when the Allies have the whole situation 
in their hands, they are not going to 
take any chances of a slipup in the case 
of Germany. 

In regard to Germany’s position, as it 
thas been changed through the armistice, 
it might be said that she is still in a 
position where she can bluff for a short 
time. It would not ‘be much of a mili- 
tary task to push sufficient forces 


southward into Austrian territory and 
block the passes through the Tyrolean® 
Alps. In these mountains, which Win- 
ter snows will soon make impassable, 
and behind the Rhine, she might cause 
ome little inconvenience for a short 
time. : ; 

Without speculating on what the terms 
of the armistice which have been hand- 
ed to her are, it can be said with cer- 
tainty that if she accepts, the Allies 
will be able to dictate completely the 
terms of peace. In ether words, there 
is no reason to think that the terms will 
be less harsh than were the terms of. her 
accomplices. Should she fail to accept 
them she might be able to keep the war 
going for several months, so that she 
would have more time to work for more 
generous conditions. 

ring this time, of course, she would 
be, suffering through a continuation of 
the war,. but in her present condition 
this would be a matter of little mo- 
ment.

The British operations of yesterday 
were of serious import.

UKRAINIANS ATTACK

Lemberg and Other Cities Re- 
ported Captured with Aid 
of Teuton Troops.

A Ukrainian delegation is leaving this 
week for the United States, according to 
a dispatch from Kiev to the Vossische 
Zeitung of Berlin, to enlighten the Amer- 
ican public on the national and interna- 
tional positions: of the Ukraine and to 
clear up misunderstandings. - 

The delegation is headed by Ivan Ko- 
rostovetz, former Russian inister at 
Peking; Demetrius Antonovitch, ex- 
+ Minister of Marine, and Chevalier von 
Gassenko, former peace delegate at the 
Brest-Litovsk conference, and at one 
time representative of the Ukraine in 
Switzerland, 

A Lemberg dispatch by way.of Vienna 
reports that armed Ukrainian forces oc- 
cupied the Lemberg public offices, took 
possession of the railways and the tele- 
phone and telegraph services and dis- 
armed the soldiers of other nationalities. 

The Ukrainian National Council, it is 
added, states that it has taken over the 
administration of Eastern Galicia.

. There was no question of the success 
of “The Canary” last night at the 
Globe ; and it was almost equally evident 
that itS+success was not due to any 
particular feature of novelty or orig- 
inality. The public is happily familiar 
with the homely comedy of Joseph Caw- 
thorn and with the grace and charm 
of Julia Sanderson. Music by Ivan 
Caryll and Irving Berlin is an estab- 
lished Broadway commodity. The her- 
culean humor of Sam Hardy is not un- 
known, nor the grotesquely agile danc- 
ing of Doyle and Dixon. Gay. gowns, 
richly brilliant scenes, and a chorus of 
romping loveliness are always aimed at 
and not infrequently achieved. Yet it 
is very rare, indeed, that a musical 


comedy takes hold of an audience as this’ 


one does and sustains its sway through- 
out an evennig. 
A part of the happy result was due to 


. the book, which ts from the French of 


Georges Berr and Louis Verneuil, and 


/which has a real plot that works itself 
out in terms of comedy character. Mr. 
!Cawthorn especially gains from the fact 
that his funmaking is not all, so to 
speak, in the air; but springs frequently 
from the situation, the human predica- 
ment. But when ail else is said the fact 
remains that the hero of the evening 
was the producer, Charles Dillingham. 

Every element that makes for legiti- 
mate success was present, (every ele- 
ment, that is, except absolute novelty,) 
and the whole was ordered so that at- 
tention was incessantly piqued and 
abundantly gratified. It was really a 
minor marvel io see how the resources 
at Mr. Dillingham’s disposal were in- 
cessantly shuffled and dealt out again 
in a whirl of varied combinations. 
Every detail was richly brilliant, and 
®was studied with excellent taste; yet no 
point was dwelt upon, effect following 
effect with the result that was truly 
dazzling. 

The canary of the title was a stolen 
diamond of great price, and it became 
mixed up with Mr. Cawthorn’s anatomy 
in a marner that made its recovery 
Pecullarly personal to him. More than 
tnat need not be said. It was equally 
entangled with the romance of Miss 
Sanderson's young life. How that came 
about may also be best left to the per- 
formance to tell. Suffice it to say as 
first and last it was the hegpap ase Fed 
much comedy and romance, providing 
both of the principals of the ph aden n+ | 
with far better opportunitios for their 
talents than they have lately enjoyed.

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MANTELL ACTS RICHELIEU. 


He Gives Real Thrills in Climaxes 
of Lytton’s tistoric Play. 


Robert B. Mantell, ever faithful to the 
old school of the stage, appeared at the 
Forty-fourth Strect Theatre last night 
as Cardinal Richelieu in Sir Edward 
Bulwer Lytton’'s historic play, and for a 
few hours these who could forget Broad- 
way outside were carried back to the 
day when autocracy was in its glory. 
The contrast between this day of de- 
mocracy, in which the last of the au- 
tocrats is sinking to his ignominous end, 
with that of Richelieu’s time undoubt- 
edly occurred to many in the audience 
and added to the interest of the drama 
agsas imen of the curious past.

Maurice Donnay’s ‘‘ Georgette Le- 
meunier,"’ staged last night, for the first 
time in America, by Jacques Copeau’s 
company, presents again the timeworn 
problem of the honest woman who, al- 
though living in an easy-going society, 
as far as matrimonial obligations are 
concerned, succeeds to preserve her 
sens¢ of marality and even to outwit her 
environement.

‘* Georgette Lemuenier,’’ and lets them 
discuss such topics that were interestin 
when the play was written.

‘* Little Simplicity,’’ which was scen 
here for the first time last night at the 
Astor, is a romantic musical play which 
runs true to type for the major portion 
of its course, introducing something of 
a new note at its finale by concluding 
its story tn a hut somewhere in the vi- 
cinity of the trenches. Not that such a 
setting is at all new to the drama in 
these days, of course, but it is a bit 
of a novelty to begin a musical piece in 
Algeria in 1912 and run it into the war 
for its dénouement. 

Otherwise, however, the piece is 
strictly orthodox. It is concerned with 
nothing newer than the love of a man 
for a maid, and its three acts content 
themselves with separating the pair and 
bringing them together again.. ‘The 
first two acts, in fact, are ultracénven- 
tional. There is a harem number in 
the first of them, and the second, which 
passes in the Latin Quarter, reveala a 
group of gay students at, or preparing 
for, the usual musical comedy masked 
ball. \ 

But then comes the war, 
lapse of five ycars and three months 
before the cast is revealed in khaki. A 
Y. M. &. A. hut lends itself neatly to 
the necessitics of musical comedy, with 
the specialists introduced as entertain- 
ers of the soldiers, and Little Sim- 
plicity, who began as a flower girl in 
Tunis, turning up as a great prim: 
donna in time for a reconciliation wito 
her American lover. It is all quite _ac- 
cording to precedent, but th ack- 
ground of war is of considerable roman- 
tic aid to the story. 

Augustus Barratt has written a first- 
rate score of the popular variety, and 
there are at least three numbers which 
stand a good chance of becoming pop- 
ular. The book and lyrics of Rida John- 
son Young are workmanlike, albeit far 
from inspired, and if the proceedin ) 
are a bit dull on occasion, the fault 
must be laid to the extreme tenuousness 
of the story. As for comedy, there is a 
jest here and there, but no humor of a 
sufficiently robust nature to cause Dr. 
Copeland to caution the audience to use 
its handkerchiefs while laughing. 

The presenting com pun, is for the 
most part competent, with Carolyn 
Thomson quite at her most appeeling in 
the featured réle.

These new voters, men and 
women, will have the honor of partici- 
pating in an election more important 
than many a Presidential election. It 
is the first and doubtless the only war 
election held in the United States in 
the course of this war. Upon its issue 
will hang momentous results. 

It so happens that the New York 
ballot this year is unusually easy to 
vote, and the new voter will find no 
difficulty but that of inexperience. 
The ballot is divided into blocks, each 
block containing the names of all the 
candidates for a given office. All the 
voter has to do is to mark a cross (X) 
opposite the name of’ one candidate in 
each block, with the exception of one 
block, that containing the names of 
candidates for Justices of the Supreme 
Court. There, as there are three Jus- 
tices to be elected, the voter should 
mark three names, but no more. ° 
The names of the parties to which 
the candidates belong are printed 
opposite their names, as are the 
party emblems. Where a _ candi- 
date has been nominated by two 
or more parties, the names of 
all the parties so nominating him, and 


name. -.All there is to it is to vote 
for only one name in each block, ex- 
cept when you come to the eighth 
block, headed “ Justices of the Su- 
“preme Court for the First Judicial 
“ District.” And remember that if 
you make any mark whatever on your 
ballot, except the cross (X) here de- 
scribed, you spoil your ballot and it 
will not be counted. In that case you 
will have to ask the election officials | 
for another. You cannot scratch the 
name of a candidate or write anything 
on the ballot, except that if you do 
not like any of the candidates you can 
write the name of a candidate of your 
own in a blank space left for the pur- 
pose at the bottom of each block. Re- 
member, too, to mark only with a pen- 
cil having black lead; and if you tear, 
deface, or wrongly mark the ballot, 
return it and get another.

IN THE THROES OF ABDICATION. 

In. more than thirty years of unin- 
terrupted volubility the Kaiser has 
said and written many curious things; 
but nothing so strange as his decree, 
sent to Prinz Maximiuian of Baden, 
the German Imperial Chancellor, ap- 
proving the sham amendment of the 
Imperial Constitution. What unctuous 
German Chadband wrote this pretty 
piece for the German Emperor? It 
seems, according to the composer of 
‘the letter, that ‘‘'a mew order ’’ has 
come into being and that ‘‘ the funda- 
mental rights of the Kaiser's person "’ 
are thereby transferred ‘‘ to the peo-

‘* to co-operate ’’ because he is con- 
vinced that he is ‘‘ thereby promoting 
‘* the weal of the German people. The | 
‘* Kaiser’s office is one of service to 
‘‘ the people.’’ 

What has been his service to the 
people? What has he done for their 
weal? He gave Austria a free hand in 
Serbia. By his deliberate will and 
choice he brought upon Germany and 
the world immeasurable disaster. His 
hands are scarlet with the blood of 
millions. The people whom he has 
long deceived, seeing that he and his 
gang have brought Germany’ to ruin, 
to losses which can never be replaced, 
to humiliation and dishonor that can 
never be forgotten, are resolved to 
kick out the Hohenzollern, not, indeed, 
for his crimes, but for his failure. As 
long as the world lasts the ‘‘ develop- 
ment ’’ of Germany since 1914 to 1918, 
a development of perjury, robbery, 
murder, cruelty inconceivable, will be 
remembered. Prosperity has been suc- 
ceeded by bankruptcy. “ The great 
work of BISMARCK has been undone 
by a pompous, strutting megaloma- 
niac. 

There is but one service that the 
Kaiser can do to the country and the 
pegple that he has led to destruction.

‘* weaken the demand for abdication.’’ 
The Kaiser has got to take his medi- 
cine. A few allied bombing planes 
over a few German cities will make 
the German people furiously demand 
and enforce that stepping down and 
out against which the Kaiser is so fu- 
tilely wriggling.

ANDREW DICKSON WHITE. 

Active, useful, and fruitful in.many 
ways, in education, literature, politics, 
and diplomacy, was the long life of 
ANDREW DICKSON WHITE, . which 
ended yesterday. Of his multiform 
public service, perhaps his guidance of 
Cornell University in its beginnings, 
the form and impress which, in nearly 
twenty years as its President, he set 
upon that institution, destined to be 
‘* so famous, so excellent in art and 
still so rising,’’ were the most soiid 
and lasting. His money and other 
gifts to the university were most gen- 
erous. The White School of History 
and Political Science is a worthy 
memorial of him at Ithaca. He was 
a member of the class of 1853 at Yale, 
and few of that collection of notabili- 
ties were more distinguished. 

Dr. WHITE had a clear mind, a-pas- 
sion for learning, singular industry 
and ease in acquiring it. His natural 
bent was toward historical studies. 
His best known book, ‘‘ A History of 
“ the Warfare of Science with Theology 
“in Christendom,” is nearly as weil 
known abroad as here. He was a man 
of broad cultivation, experience, sym- 
pathy. Few men have seen more or 
done more. ‘‘ Happy long life with 
honor at the close.”

SERBIA RESTORED. 

On the very day which saw the 
abject surrender of the ‘‘ great 
Power ’’ whose brutal and merciless 
attack on Serbia precipitated the war 
the Serbian Army re-entered Belgrade. 
With this reoccupation of the capital 
came the recovery of practically all 
the territory of the kingdom, and al- 
reddy millions of Serbs and their kins- 
men are turning from the ruins of the 
Hapsburg monarchy to unite them- 
selves with the State which carried the 
banner in the national movement to- 
ward liberty. 

Twice in the first six months of the 
war Austrian armies invaded Serbia; 
the second of these attacks even com- 
pelled the evacuation of Belgrade; but 
eventually Serbia, alone and unaided, 
repelled them both. Not till a German 
General and German troops stiffened 
the third Austrian attack, with Bul- 
garia striking in the rear when the 
Serbian armies were occupied in the 
defense of the northern border, did the 
little kingdom collapse. At the mo- 
ment its collapse seemed to be com- 
plete. Three years ago every foot of 
Serbian ,soil was in the hands of the 
enemy; the remnants of the army, 
survivors of the terrible retreat over 
the mountains, were grouped at Corfu, 
and the Government was the some- 
what unwelcome guest of King Con- 
STANTINE. The losses of three wars 
and of the typhus epidemic had cut 
down the population; the starvation, 
executions, and deportations which 
accompanied Bulgarian and Magyar 
rule reduced it still more. Nearly half 
of the population of the Serbia of 
July, 1914, is dead. There was some 
plausibility in the argument of the 
Bulgarian Premier who said last Sum- 
mer that Serbia had ceased to exist. 

But Serbia lived, in the remnants of 
an army with much to avenge, in a 
national consciousness that no-misfor- 
tune could extinguish, and in the con- 
sciousness before the world of a just 
cause. It was the Serbian Army that 

broke the Bulgarian line in September 
and began the work which has just 
been completed. The unusual emotion 
which breaks out in the statement of 
the French War Office is fully justi- 
fied: 

This army (the First Serbian Army) 
participated in all the fighting, march- 
ing without cease and without repose, 

: in contact with the enemy, 
whom it held by the throat, very often 
badly provisioned, but knowing no 
fatigue and no hunger. It pushed ever 
forward by the will to conquer at any 
price. 

It was what might be expected of 
the army whose recent achievements 
include Kumanovo and the Bregal- 
nitza, Shabatz, Valjevo, Monastir and 
Kaimakchalan. Behind the Serbian 
people lies a long and gloomy history 
of oppression, war, and hope deferred; 
but the spirit which has carried. it 


always 





through to victory is the spirit which 





may be relied on to inform the new, 
unified kingdom of Serbs, Croats, and 
Slovenes which shall give the Southern 
Slav race. the opportunity to live its 
own unhampered life. 


NEUTRALS’ CLAIMS FOR’ LOST 
SHIPS. 

The neutral nations are beginning to 
prepare for the peace conference their 
claims against Germany for ships 
which U-boats have destroyed. Re- 
ports from Christiania say that the 
Norwegian Government is making a 
list of 867 vessels sunk and will ask 
the conférence to consider its demand 
that Germany shall replace the ton- 
nage or pay- for it, with compensation 
also for cargoes and the lives-of mur- 
dered sailors. Neutral claims of this 
kind will exceed $1,000,000, 000, for the 
number of the lost ships, if those of 
South American countries be included, 
is nearly 1,500, with a capacity of 
more than 2,000,000 tons. Valuable 
cargoes went down with a majority of 
the vessels, and about 2,500 men, 
many of whom were killed on lifeboats 
or rafts. In a few cases Germany’s 
defense will be that the ships were at 
work for her. enemies, but as a rule 
this excuse cannot be used. Vessels 
in the service of the Belgian Relief 
Commission and others carrying grain 
for Switzerland, it will be recalled, 
were among those torpedoed. 

By ceding seven interned ships to 
Spain to replace: as many of the 
eighty-seven Spanish vessels sunk 
Germany has admitted her liabil- 
ity. What the peace conference will 
do cannot be foreseen. The mercan- 
tile marine losses of Germany's foes 
exceed those of the’ neutrals, and 
there are not enough German. ships 
to replace this tonnage. But many 
of ‘these ships are now interned in 
neutral harbors. Spain has ninety 
of them. Because so many German 
merchantmen are thus under the con- 
trol of neutral Governments there 
may be an apportionment of the sur- 
rendered tonnage. Germany should be 
required to pay for ships which she 
cannot replace. The debt, like that 
which she owes to Belgium, is one 
from which there is no escape.

When the whistles be- 
Our First gan to blow yesterday 
» Shout afternoon ‘at 3 a 
a good many people 
of Victory. knew, of course, that it 
was because at that hour—ignoring for 
once the difference of time—that Austria 
ceased to be an ally of Germany and the 
enemy in arms of that part of the world 
with which we are associated. But’there 
were a good many other people who did 
not remember at the moment why that 
hour was notable and they ‘had to ask 
the reason for the noise. They soon 
learned, and then they realized that the 
day so long and wearily awaited was 
come—the day for celebrating a great 
and definite beginning of victory. , 

Before this, indeed, battles not a few 
have been gloriously won, and we have 
had the surrenders of Bulgaria and Tur- 
key to hear of with satisfaction. Hith- 
erto, however, battles won have only 
balanced battles lost, and the first sur- 
renders, satisfactory as they were, and 
significant, too, lacked the direct and 
immediate bearing on Germany that did 
the acceptance by Austria of the stern 
terms offered to her. 

So it was for this event that the audi- 
ble and visible demonstrations of joy 
were delayed. Germany chose to follow 
a different method. Dozens and dozens 
of times, beginning way back in 1914, 
she has wreafhed her cities in trium- 
phant flags, and her people have cheered 
wildly and embraced each other glee- 
fully in the streets, sometimes with what 
for them was good reason and often only 
with excuses for it, carefully manufact- 
ured out of not much by her war lords. 
Now the Germans must feel that these 
exultations Were premature—that he who 
celebrates last celebrates best, and that 
it is well, before declaring a foe con- 
quered, to wait until he is himself ready 
to admit his condition hopeless. 

For us, while Germany still finds lines 
behind which to stand, snarling savage- 
ly, the war is not over, and we can 
afford, before showing all our joy, to 
wait for the arrival of the really Great 
Day, when the really Great enemy ac- 
knowedges complete defeat. Even then 
we shall not go miad with exultation, 
partly because that is not our way, and 
partly because we shall then still be 
saddened by the sacrifices this most 
dreadful of wars has involved? Just the. 
same, the whistles yesterday made 2 
fine noise and set hearts to beating high 
with the thought that the horror that 
has oppressed the world so long at last 
had lifted appreciably and the new day 
was dawning. 











Through all her long

A more severe infliction of 
the same sort has not been suffered in 
this country since the now almost for- 
gotten days when yellow fever could be 
neither cured nor prevented, and yet 
the public accepted the emergency with 
a calmness that has rerhained perfectly, 
even strangely, unbroken. There has 
been no bitterness of criticism aimed 
in any direction, though there has been 
some excuse for it, and those who 
escaped the disease have gone about 
their daily affairs steadily and hope- 
fully, taking what precautions they 
could and following the good advice 
they received to the best of their ability.

and safety, and death itself has become 
so familiar as to lose something of its 
grimness and more of its importance. 
Courage has become a common posses- 
sion, and fear, when it exists, is less. 
often expressed than ‘ever before. 
Probably the general feeling was that 
the danger here should be borne as 
bravely as the risks of battle are en- 
dured by our fighting men abroad. At 
any rate, the danger has been met and 
conquered, and now we are caring for 
the wounded just as they do in France 
after a big encounter with the Germans.

WE RECOGNIZE — 
POLISH AUTONOMY 


Washington Government. For- 
mally Welcomes the Army 
as a Co-Belligerent. 


FOLLOWS ALLIES’ EXAMPLE 
Praises Polish National Committee 
for. its eZal in Resisting Its. 
Country’s Tyrants. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The Polish 
Army, under the supreme political au- 
thority of the Polish National Commit- 
tee, was recognized today by the United 
States Government as autonomous and 
co-belligerent. Secretary Lansing so 
ahnounced in a letter sent today to Ro- 
man Dmowski, President of the Polish 
National Committee, who is now in 
Washington. z 

Secretary Lansing said the American 
Government felt a deep sympathy for 
the Polish people and viewed with 
gratification the progress of the Polish 
cause. He also said it had not been 
unmindful of the zeal and tenacity with 
which the members of the Polish Na- 
tional Committee, which has  head- 
quarters at Varis, had prosecuted the 
task of marshaling its fellow country- 
men in a supreme miiitary effort to free 
Poland from its oppressors. 

The action of the American Govern- 
ment is similar to that taken recently 
by France, Great Britain, and Italy. A 
Polish Army is now fighting on the 
western front with the allied armies, 
being under the command of General 
Josef Haller. A large part of this Polish 
force was recruited in the United States 
under the direction of Ignace Jan Pa- 
derewski. 

Secretary Lansing’s 
Dmowski follows: 

‘*I beg to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letters of Oct. 18 and Oct. 25, re- 
questing the Government of the United 
States to associate itself with the Gov- 
ernments of France and Great Britain 
by recognizing the Polish Army, under 
the supreme political authority of the 
Polish National Committee, as autono- 
mous, allied and co-belligerent. 

‘In reply I beg to inform you that the 
Government of the United States has not 
been unmindful of the zeal and tenacity 
with which the Polish National Commit- 
tee has prosecuted the task of marshal- 
ing its fellow countrymen in a supreme 
military effort to free Poland from its 
present oppressors. 

‘This Government’s position with re- 
spect to the Polish cause and the Polish 
people could hardly: be more clearly de- 
fined than was outlined by the President 
in his address before the Congress on 
Jan. 8, 1918. Therefore, feeling as it 
does a deep sympathy for the Polish 
people and viewing with gratification

WOOD REPLIES TO CRITIC. 


Denies Charges Made by Opposi- 
tlon in Aero Club. 


Henry A. Wise Wood made public yes- 
terday a letter to Louis W. Southgate of 
Worcester, Mass., denying statements 
contained in a circular sent to members 
of the Aero Club of America by Roy WU. 
Conger, who has been active in cam- 
paign being waged to elect new officers 
in order to take away power from the 
faction now playing a leading part in 
the affairs of the club. 

Mr. Wood denied a statement in the 
circular quoting him as saying on March 
30, 1917, that “Secretary Lansing, Sec- 
retary Baker, and Secretary Daniels 
should be kicked out of the Cabinet,” 
and saying that he had made a dignified 
appeal for a coalition Cabinet, with 
men of the type of Elihu Root, Major 
Gen. Wood, and Rear Admiral Fiske. 
This, he said, was due to the fact that 
all the efforts of the club had failed 


to impress Secretary Daniels and Secre- 
tary Baker with the need of aeronautical 
preparation in advance of the war. ‘ 

Mr. Wood denied implications that he 
and President Hawley of the club were 
interested commercially in aeronautics 
and insisted that the present controversy 
was inspired for the purpose of trans- 
forming the club from a body of disin- 
toncated sportsmen, scientists, and pub- 
lic-spirited citizens into a sort of trade 
organization, which would enable cer- 
tain interests to use the prestige of the 
club for commercial purposes.

WANTS WAR CRIMES COURT. 


Sir F. E. Smith Proposes Tribunal 
to Punish . Offenders. 


LONDON, Nov. 4.—The establishment 
of a grand court of allied representa- 
tives, civil and military, for the pur- 
pose of trying those guilty of crimes dur- 
Ing the war, is advocated by Sir Fred- 
erick Edward Smith, the British Attor- 
ney General, in an-intetview in the 
Daily Express.

GERMAN ARMY IN STRAITS. 


English Critics Point Results of 
2,500,000. Casualties in Year. 


LONDON, Nov. 4.—Military authori- 
ties who three weeks ago were skeptical 
over the return of peace because of the 
military situation are convinced that the 
German army is in a serious condition 
owing to its inability to shorten its line 
and produce fresh reserves. 

It is pointed out that German casual- 
ties this year amount to 2,500,000, of 
which 1,000,000 are permanent casualties. 
Last March Germany had eighty fresh 


reserve divisions, which means divisions 
that had not been in line for a month. 
Now the German reserve consists of 
fifty divisions, only seven of which have 
had as much as a fortnight’s rest and 
none as much as a month, which is con- 
sidered. the minimum for an efficient 
force. German divisions are now appear- 
ing on the firing line with many hun- 
dreds of rifles below the German nor- 
mal of 6,750. 

On Oct. 8 regiments in forty or fifty 
divisions were reduced from a four-com- 
pany to a three-company basis. Many 
of the youths of the 1920 class, which 
the Germans wished to hold to the 
Spring, now are in the field. This is 
Germany’s last man-power of hope. 

It is calculated that Germany had 18,- 
090 guns on July 15, of which a third 
have ‘been lost, é number of guns and 
batteries has been reduced and some 
batteries have been equipped with third- 
rate weapons. ry

The American Red Cross yesterday 
afternoon relinquished its right to .the 
entire receipts of next week's National ‘

President of University for 18 
Years Dies in ithaca Close 
to His 86th Birthday. 


TWICE ENVOY TO GERMANY 


Educator Who Sought to Broaden 
Scope of Colleges Had Also Served 
as Minister to Russia.

ITHACA, N. Y., Nov. 4.—Dr. Andrew 
D. White, first President of Cornell 
University, former Ambassador to Ger- 
many, and Minister to Russia, died at 
8:30 o’clock this morning after a short 
illness following a stroke of paralysis. 
The funeral will be held at Sage Chapel, 
Cornell University, Thursday, on which 
day Dr. White would have been 86 years 


old. He had been in rather feeble health

for a few months. 


Andrew Dickson White, educator and 


diplomatist, declared in the autobiog- |) 


raphy which he published in his seven- 


ty-third year that he regarded his work 
as one of the founders of Cornell Uni- 
versity, and its President for eighteen 
years, as the most important accom- 
lishment of his life.

Spent Many Years in Education. “

services which ~vould have been beyond 
the reach of a man who had to work for 
a living. He entered Hobart College, 
and after one year there went to Yale, 
where he took his A. B. in 1853 with 
great distinction. After graduation he 
went abroad, studied for a year at the 
Sorbonne, the College de France, and 
the University of Berlin, and then went. 
to Petrograd as an Attaché of the Amer- 
ican Legation, serving during the Cri- 
mean War. Another year of ese 
uate study followed, this time at Yale 
and then he went to the University of 
Michigan as Professor of History and 
English Literature. 

In 18¢0 his father died, and the re- 
sponsibilities of the estate left to him 
led him presently to return to New York 
and settle at Syracuse, though he held 
the position of lecturer at Michigan until 
1867. Dr. White became active in Re- 

ublican politics and was a member of 

he State Senate from 1856 to 1867. 

It was as Chairman of the Committee 
of Education that he came into contact 
with Cornell, whose name is attached 
% what was the most notable accom- 
plishment of the two men. 


His Gifts to Cornell. 


At that time the Marrill Land Grant 
act had assigned public land to States 
fin return for the establishment of 
agricultural and mechanical colleges.* 
New York’s share was estimated at 
about $1,000,000, and strong influences 
were pressing for a division of this 
among existing institutions. Dr. White 
held to the view that it should be held 
intact and in this he was supported by 
Cornell, a wealthy Quaker. Eventually 
Cornell offered to contribute $500,000 if 
@ new university was established in his 
home town of Ithica. Dr. White added 
$100,000 and later he ve some $200, 
more, beside giving the School of His- 
tory and Political Science, which he 
founded and which bears his name. The 
university was opened in 1867 with 
Cornell’s name and under White’s presi- 
dency. 

Dr. White kept up his interest in 
politics, and in 1871 was one of a com- 
mission sent by President Grant to 
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jtudy, conditions in Santo Dominga. In 
tsi9 ‘he obtained leave - serve as 
Minister to Germany, and he held that 
t until 1881. In 1885 he resigned as 
ésident of ‘Cornell, and for the next 
few,. years. spent most of his time in 
Switzerland. - President Cleveland in 
1887 offered him a place on ‘the -Inter- 
tate Commerce Commission, but he re- 
fused, and five years later he again en- 
tered public Hfe as Harrison's appointee 
-as Minister’ to Russia. He remained 
there until 1894. In 1896 Dr. White was. 
appointed on the Venezuela Boundary 
Commission, and in the following year 
McKinley sent. him as Ambassador to 
Germany. He was serving there when 
the Spanish-American war was fought. 

. White served as President of the 
American delegation to the first Hague 
Peace Conference in 1899. His public 
life closed in 1902 and he spent the re- 
mainder of his years at Ithaca. 

- Dr.. ite ‘was first married to .Miss 
Mary A. Outwater, who died in 1887. 
Three years later he married Miss Helen 
Magill, daughter of President Magill of 
Swi ore . College and herself. a 
scholar of considerable attainments. 

He was an officer of the Legion of 
Honor, the recipient of the Royal Gold 
Medal from the Prussian Academy of

DIES OF PNEUMONIA 


Yachtsman and Financier Suac- 
cumbs at Home—Founded 
College for Women. 





- Commodore Morton F. Plant, re- 
tired, financier and yachtsman, died 
of pneumonia last night at his home, 
1,051 Fifth Avenue. Commodore Plant’s 
yachting career began when as:a lad of 
13 he became the owner of a catboat, 
and all his life he was the owner of 


yachts and Bagge ood identified with 
yachting. is peerless schooner Elena 
carried his flag to victory, and among 
other well-known boats that flew his 
flag were the steel schoner Ingomar, 
the steam yachts Venetia and Iolanda 
and the power boat Thelma. He owned 
also the big steam yacht Vanadis and 
the schooner Elena. ‘The latest list of 
the boats belonging to Commodore Plant 
are the sloops Kat and Maisie and the 
Spartan, and the steam yacht Monon. 

Besides his love for yachts Commo- 
dore Plant always showed a deep in- 
terest in buseball. He was the owner of 
the New London club of the Eastern 
League, and also had an interest in the 
Philadelphia club of the National 
League. He. maintained the New Lon- 
don club at a loss simply for his own 
pleasure. 

Commodore’ Plant was born in New 
Haven, Conn., Aug. 18, 1852. He was 
educated in the Russell. Military School 
in New Haven, and began his business 
career in 1868 in the service of the 
Southern Express Company at Memphis, 
Tenn. The Plant system of railroads 
bore the marks of his business genius, 
and he served as Vice President of the 
system until 1902, when the system be- 
came part of the Atlantic Coast Line, in’ 
which company he was a Director. He 
was Vice President and Director of the 
Chicago, Indianapolis.& Louisville Rail- 
way Company, trustee of the Connecti- 
cut Trust and Safe Deposit Company, 
Director of the National Bank of Com- 
merce of New Haven, and Chairman of 
the Board of. Directors of the: Southern 
Express Company.:

FALL OF BOLSHEVISM NEAR. 


A. J. Sack Expects New Govern- 
ment to Move to Moscow. 


A. J. Sack, Director of the Russian 
Information Bureau in the = United 
States, issued a statement last night, 
in which he said: 


‘‘An allied fleet is passing through 
the Dardanelles and the moment is 
probably not distant when we will see 
an allied army in Southern Russia co- 
operating with the best elements of the 
Russian people against the Germans and 
their tools and agents. 

‘“On the other hand there are many 
indications that an armistice with Ger- 
many is near, which certainly will not 
be granted unless among other condi- 
tions Germany evacuates Russian ter- 
ritory, withdrawing not only her mili- 
tary units but her secret agents as well. 
The Bolsheviki, who rule in part of 
Central Russia by means of mass ter- 
ror, are able to stay in power only 
through German support. As soon as 
this support is withdrawn the popula- 
tion will overthrow them. 

‘The appearance of an allied fleet in 
the Black Sea and the evacuation of 
Russia by German elements both con- 
stitute a death blow to Bolshevism. It 
is difficult to predict the trend of events, 
but it is very probable that after the 
overthrow of the Bolsheviki in Moscow 
the Directorate of Five chosen by the 
Congress of Ufa as the All-Russian Pro- 
visional Government will move from 
Omsk to Moscow, and upon arrival in 
the capital will begin to speak for the 
country, and probably after a certain 
reorganization will be able to send dele- 
gates to the peace conference. 

‘The overthrow of Bolshevism will 
release armies now operating against 
the German-Bolshevist forces, and they 
will be used by the Provisional Govern- | 
ment for safeguarding order during the 
period of reconstruction, until munici- 

alities and Zemstvos elected on a 

asis of universal suffrage are re-estab- 
lished and an All-Russian Constituent 
Assembly, representing all classes and 
nationalities of Russia, defines a con- 
stitution of the State and solves the 
main social and political problems.’’

COLUMBIA TO GET 
POLYCLINIC AS GIFT 


Hospital Trustees U aantinonsly 
Vote to Transfer Proper- 
ty to University. 





At the meeting of the Trustees of_Co- 
lumbia University held yesterday after- 
noon it was announced that-the Trustees 
of the New York Polyclinic Hospital, by 
unanimous vote, had proposed to trans- 
fer the property of that institution to 
Columbia University, to be maintained 
and perpetuated for the puplic service 
and for advanced instruction and re- 
search in medicine and surgery. By the 
acceptance of this proposal the univer- 
sity would come into possession of a 
finely equipped hospital, affording am- 
ple clinicial facilities for the building up 
of graduate studies and research in 
medicine. The university. authorities 
believe that it would then be possible 
to begin to make New York as much of 
a centre for advanced medical study 
and research as Vienna and Paris have 
been in past years. 

The Trustees of the university adopted 
resolutions receiving with grateful ap- 
preciation the proposal by the Trustees 
of the Polyclinic Hospital, and appoint- 
ed-a subcommittee to arrange the de- 
tailed terms and conditions of accepting 
the proposed gift. The“university would 
not be able in any event to use the hos- 
pital until after the conclusion of the 
war, since it is now in possession of 
the Government, being administered as 
a military hospital. 

Polyclinic Hospital, which was built 
in 1912, occupies property on the north 
Highth and Ninth Avenues, running 
side of West Fiftieth Street,. between 
through to Fifty-first Street. It has a 
capacity of 300 beds, with ample pro- 
vision for private patients. The os- 
pital is eleven stories high, of fireproof 
construction, and speciall built and 
equipped for advanced medical study. 

The hospital is the creation of Dr. 
John A. Wyeth and a group of friends, 
who many years ago started a move- 
ment which has reached its climax in 
the proposal to make the hos ital a 
university institution for advanced 
study and investigation. Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, in commenting upon the 
proposal, stated that the univer Key and 
the community were under deep obli- 

ation to Dr. Wyeth and his associates 
or their broad-minded and public-spir- 
ited acticn. He addedthat the univer- 
sity if it came into possession of 
the hospital, would address itself vigor- 
ously to the preparation of plans for 
organizing advanced instruction and re- 
search in medicine and surgery. 

Dr. Butler intimated that there was. 
reason to believe that other important 
additions to the university's equipment 
for medical teaching might be made in 
the near future. ‘he untversity already 
possesses the Sloane Hospital for Wo- 
men with 131 beds, one of the finest in- 
stitutions of its kind in the world, as 
well as the. Vanderbilt Clinic, where 
more than 150,000 patients are treated 
annually.

And now having let off the usual Blue 
Monday steam let us add that Mr. Thi- 
baud Shaped with his accustomed finesse, 
charm, and musical grasp of his mats- 
rial. His characteristics are familiar. 
His ductile tone and smooth technique 
are ever grateful to the ear. He was 
at his topmost-in ¢ye Mozart work in 
which purity of ph. »sing and feeling 
were welded. Essentially a miniaturist 
his art shone in a group of pieces by 
Ysaye, Guiraud, Rode—a_ study—anidl 
that old war horse of violin virtuosi, 
the Wieniawsky Polonaise. 

Sparks flew from the stage of Aeolian 
Hall last night. A little blonde girl in 
Gainsborough blue, zoned with gold, 
flew at'a grand pianoforte and her thin, 
muscular arms were transformed into 
ferocious flails as she thrashed _ out 
Liszt’s Campanella. She scintillated and 
she soared, but the bells she rang -were 
brittle in tone, It was Winifred Byrd, 
and her Buster Brown coiffure was to 
be noted throughout the audience; little 
Ethel Leginskas, full of suppressed tech- 
nique and boiling over with enthusiasm. 
(The original Ethel was also present and 
remained to the end.) Miss Byrd’s piano 
playing is uneven, but always vital; 
therefore interesting, because suggest- 
ive. She overpedals, almost everything, 
and the overtones fight in the air like 
Spanish microbes when Dr.. Copeland 
is discovered in the offing. She has 
lapses of finger ene. which ‘is not 
the same thing as a loss of musicai 
menry ; it merely means an occasional 
dropped note. And her massive chord 
playing is better than her single-finger 
runs,’ which lack proper relief. Perhaps 
this is natural finger weakness, or else 
it may be the young artist shoots her 
bolt too soon, anticipates her climax, 
and her nervous power is prematurely 
spent. We incline to the belief that she 
pedals every bar too much. It began in 
the arpeggios of the Chopin Fantasie, 
and was particularly noticeable in the 
A minor Study by the same master. The 
hard positivism of brilliant youth was 
also too insistent in its affirmations 
throughout the lovely Mozart Sonata in 
F—a favorite of the late Rafael Joseffy— 
which should be coaxed, not commanded. 

So much for the obverse side of Wini- 
fred Byrd’s art. On the fair side of her 
slate much might be written. She blazes 
with temperament. She has the energy

PAINTINGS OF ECLIPSE. 


Howard R. Butler Tells at Art 
Museum How He Made Sketches. 


Howard Russell Butler of Princeton, 
National Academician, upon invitation of 
the Trustees of the Metropolitan” Mu- 
seum of Art, yesterday afternoon, in the 
lecture hall of the Museum, told how 
he made sketches of the brilliant solar 
eclipse of 1918 in 112 secorids through 
practite of color and form shorthand;

This was 
at the United States Naval Observatory, 
Baker, Oregon, where Mr. Butler worked 
perched on a ety peak overlooking the 
snow-capped Elkhorn Mountains. is 
work was an innovation, a successful 
effort to get the form and color of the 
corona. 

Mr. Butler first showed his sketches 
in black and white, made a ae the 
eclipse, and there was a burst of ap- 
plause from the audience as he showed 
the finished paintings, the black disk 
and the corona with its brilliant prom- 
inences. There was also a small paint- 
ing showing a sunny landscape before 
the beginning of the eclipse and another 
painting after its effect had begun to 
be felt and having the look of a golden 
sunset, the appearance of the country 
at 4 P. M. The total eclipse was at 
4:04 P. M.

The War News from Austria Stimu- 
lated the Whole Bond 
Market Yesterday.

The Fourth Liberty Lean 4% per cent. 
bonds were traded in on the Stock Ex- 
change for the first time yesterday at a 
price of 98, which was recorded for all 
transactions. The first sale reported on 
the ticker represented the largest ac- 
cumulation of sales of a single issue 
ever announced in a transaction, the 
amount being $3,800,000, and the day’s 
complete turnover of $9,439,000 helped to 
make the total business done in the bond 
department of Ll change the second 
1 est of the y 

The a eisotation of 98 for the new 
Liberty issue was established through a 
com) —— of buying and selling orders 
in ds of the bond brokers. The 
pe rong 44s closed on Saturday at this 
level, an fact, presumably, was the 
basis of the opening sale. Thesecond and 
third 4%s started off Dap edie g slightly 
under but did not fluctyate far from 
this level during the course of trading. 

The first day’s market in the new 
bonds was in line with expectations. 
Conditions which governed the other 
issues san Ay the same interest rate 
were expected to govern dealings. e 
fact that the first sale was about a 
point under the quotation recorded in 
the initial transaction in the third BAe 
ast May was looked upon merely as an 
indication that the market appraisal of 
bonds of the class had been altered 
somewhat in the interval. wgthe second 
4s, dealt in first on Oct. 29 last year, 
started off at par and the first 3%4s on 
June 15, 1917, opened at 100.2, later in 
the day going slightly under par. 

The news of Austria’s acceptance of 
the armistice terms acted to stimulate 
the whole bond market yesterday. In 
Some respects the dealings in corpora- 
tion issues, principally railroad bonds, 
were the most remarkable in several 
years. In volume of sales, these issues 
were no more than moderately active, 
but price advances were large. It ap- 
peared as though the expectation of an 
early endi of the war had persuaded 
owners of bonds to hold on to them, 
with the result that buyers had to bid 
high to get what they wanted. 

As examples, the Illinois Central, 
Louisville Division, 3%s advanced 9% 
points over the last preceding transac- 
tion a few days ago; Chesapéake & 
Ohio general 4%s rose 354; Western 
Maryland 4s 8144; Great*Northern refund- 
ing 48 2%, and Atlantic Coast: Line 
unified 4s 24% points. A number of is- 
sues carrying privileges of conversion 
into stock were strong, gaining as much 
as a point between sales. 

The French municipal issues, bonds of 
the Cities of Paris, Bordeaux, Lyons, 
and Marseilles, were strong and the 
French Government 5%s rose to 103%. 
There was a good demand all the way 
along for the Anglo-French 5s and the 
various United Kingdom issues.

Two-Thirds of Russia's Gold 
Reserve Is in Possession of 
Siberian Government. 


PAYMENTS TO BERLIN STOP 


German Paper Abandons Hope That 
Remainder of “Indemnity” WIII 
Be Forthcoming from Reds. 


Russian  iantmmiaail gold valued at 
800,000,000 rubles, taken from Petrograd 
‘by the Bolsheviki, -has been saved at 
Kazan by the Omsk Government, gen- 
erally recognized as a foundation for 
the reorganization ‘of Russia, A. J. 
Sack, director of the Russian Informa- 
tion Bureau in New York, announced 
last night on the authority of the Rus- 
sian Embassy at Washington. 

The gold, representing two-thirds of 
the reserve in the Russian Treasury 
when the Bolsheviki gained control of 
the capital late in 1917, was transported 
by them to Kazan and thence to Sa- 
mara. Agents of the Omsk Government 
obtaining possession of it took the metal 

’ to Omsk. 

News of the coup was cabled to Wash- 
ington by I. A. Michailoff, Secretary of 
Finance at Omsk, Mr. Sack said. The 
gold is worth approximately $400,000,000. 

The Omsk Government, according to 
recent advices from Russia, is rapidly 
gaining recognition among the anti- 
Balshevist councils as the nucleus for 


the formation of a conservative Govern- 
ment. 


COPENHAGEN, Nov. 4.—The indica- 
tions are,that Russia will refuse to make 
any further indemnity payments to 
Germany, according to ms Frankfort 
Gazette. 

The newspaper says ‘that! Russia, 
which had paid two installments of the 
war indemnity, has ere the trans- 
port of gold and bankno to Germany.

HAD NEVER RUN OVER LINE 


Training Only 80 Hayrse— 
Prosecutor Lays Foundation 
for Bringing In Officials. 


The investigation begun in Brooklyn 
before Mayor Hylan, sitting as a Magis- 
trate to fix the criminal responsibility 
for the wreck on the Brighton Beach 
line ©f the B. R. T. on Friday night, 
which caused the death of ninety-four 
‘persons and the serious injury of more 
than 100, revealed that Motorman BH. A. 
Lewis, who ran the train, had -had a 
total of not more than eighty hours’ 
training as a motorman and had never 
run a train on the Brighten Beach line 
before. 

Lewis, whose real name is Luciano, 
volunteered to take charge of the train 
after a day’s work as train dispatcher 
at the Culver Depot, when he learned 
that the B. R. T. was short six motor- 
men on the Brighton line because of the 
strixe. District Attorney Lewis, who 
questioned the witnesses, devoted much
